Zero Hour At Hand, War Department Says, 
After Reviewing Situation; Nipponese 
Hurling Dive Bombers Into Fray 


More Work, Greater Taxes, 


Fewer Luxuries Certain 


In Emergency 


W ASHINGTON, Dec. 31-M o re 
work, higher taxes and few er lux­ 
uries in an unprecedented tra n s­ 
form ation of the national economy 
are the lot of the A m erican people 
for the duration of the w ar, ac­ 
cording to governm ent econom ists 
who today sum m ed up the im pli­ 
cations of P resident R oosevelt’s 
new est w ar program . 
U nder the program , revealed in 
p art by Mr. Roosevelt, the A m eri­ 
can standard of living—highest in 
the w orld—will be lowered tem po­ 
rarily because of the necessity to 
divert a majov p a rt of m anufac­ 
turing facilities to the production 
of w ar m aterials. 
The 
national 
income 
will 
be 
spurred up to $i00,000,000,00b in 
1942 by governm ent w-ar spending, 
but individual and corporate taxes 
w’ill be hiked to defray a goodly 
portion of the $50,000,000,000 that 
President 
Roosevelt 
w ants 
to 
spend annually for gun*, planes 
and ships to whip the axis. 
Civilian* To Suffer 
Scarcity of raw m aterials, labor 
and m achines will cut production 
for civilian use to the bone, with 
some item s which require scarce 
m aterials disappearing from con­ 
sum er m arkets com pletely. 
Already, th e treasu ry is paying 
out more than $1,800,000,000 each 
m onth under the existing defense 
program , but this figure will be 
dw arfed into insignificance as the 
President’* w ar program begin* to 
hit full stride next year. 
In order 
to satisfy the presidential blue­ 
print, the treasu ry will have to

W ASHINGTON, Dec. 31 — The fate of Manila was 
shrouded in a communications blackout today as the 
heavily-outnumbered 
forces of Gen. 
Douglas 
Mac­ 
Arthur attem pted to organize their lines against the 
merciless blitz of Japan's swarming invaders. 
Although nothing was officially stated, W ashington 
steeled itself for the possible fall of the Philippine capi­ 
tal, barring some last-minute miracle that only a M ac­ 
Arthur could effect. 


WASHINGTON, Doc. 31— With the zero hour believed 
to be at hand in the Philippines, the War Department to­ 
day announced that I T . S. forces have completed readjust­ 
ment of defense lines and are inflicting heavy losses on 
tile ever-increasing hordes of Japanese invaders. 
The terrific offensive launched against Manila by the 
Nipponese is being bolstered by swarms of dive bombers 
backed up by the use of armored units, a War Department 
communique stated. 
The valiant defending forces under the command of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur continue “to offer strong resist­ 
ance” however, the communique said. 
Although general in its description of the hostilities, the 
communique indicated that the invading hordes had pro­ 
cessed both on the north end south in their pincer move­ 
ment directed toward Manila. 
The communique r ea d : 
“ PHILIPPINE THEATRE: 
The enem y continues to 
exert heavy pressure on all fronts with extensive use of 
dive bombers and armored units. 
In spite of these diffi­ 
culties, a further readjustment of our lines has been 
completed in an orderly manner. 
“American and Philippine troops continue to offer 
strong resistance, inflicting heavy losses on the enemy. 
“There is nothing to report from other areas.*' 
Heavily outnumbered in the advance of clanging mech­ 
anized units, the combined American-Filipino defenders 
were forced to fall back on the Lingayen Gulf front as 
well as in the region of Atimonan, according to early re­ 
ports. Indications were that i mmmmmmmmmmmamrnmmmmmam 
the Japs, however, had suf­ 
fered 
increasingly 
heavy 
losses as the drive gained 
momentum. 
Military men who know 
the battle terrain predicted, 
moreover, that the Mikado’s 
soldiers will pay an even 
more gory price in life and 
limb for each inch of ad­ 
vancement as the tentacles 
of 
the 
storm ing conflict clutch 
closer to Manila, 
This theory w as base*! on the 
fact th a t Gen. M acA rthur will be 
able to shorten his lines, establish 
m ore strateg ic stands and increase 
defensive firing pow er by hurling 
hts full force, some of which w as 
w aiting 
in 
Pam panga 
province, 
against the enem y drive. 


D evastation Prevails 
W hile 
the 
thunder 
of 
battle 
roared m enacingly no m ore than 
50 miles over the southern horizon 
and alm ost as close in the north, 
M anila churches, schools and con­ 
vents lay in shattered ruins fol­ 
lowing Ja p a n ’s brutal air raids. 
U ncounted 
victim s 
reposed 
in 
death or w rithed in agony as a 
result of the unw arranted bom b­ 
ings of the open city. 
Qualified e x e r t s freely predict­ 
ed th a t a full and devastating re­ 
tribution will one day be e x tra c t­ 
ed from Nippon and its people.

The value of the cyclotrone lies 
in two fields. The first is physio­ 
logical. The second has to do with 
the treatm ent o f cancer. 
In physiology, the cyclotrone 
can attach a radiant substance to 
a certain group of cells or chemi­ 
cals in the body, and, since it ren­ 
ders them radiant, actually see 
the chemical exchange at the sites 
of a ctiv ity — how rapid the ex­ 
change is, etc. It works equally 
well for plants as anim als, and a 
plant, with it* transparent body 


so irradiated, can be put in a dark 
room and the processes of life can 
be seen in all their beauty. 
Neutrons and Protons 
The radiant properties o f the 
neutrons and protons which es­ 
cape fro rn the cyclotrone have 
great possibilities in the trea t­ 
ment of cancer. Already a hospi­ 
tal is being built on the campus of 
the University of C alifornia near 
the 
physics 
laboratory 
where 
carefully controlled clinical 
re­ 
searches in this field can be ca r­ 
ried out. 
The ro«t of the year has been 
marked largely tty th** further ap­ 
plications of methods already in­ 
troduced—the confirmation of the 
great value of the sui fona la nude 
chemicals in the treatm ent of ail 
kinds of infections.
